It's Saturday, October 14, 1989 
at approximately 8:45 a.m. thou- 
sands of apprehensive students 
around the US. are getting ready 
to take the Scholastic Aptitude 
Test, otherwise known as SAT'’s.

But what is the job out- 
look for those who don't have a 
college education? Of what 
will their future consist? 
The answer to those ques- 
tions could simply be a voca- 
tional-technical education. 


This type of education pre- 
pares students for 26 of the 37 
occupations that the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics will account 
for the largest number of new 
jobs by 1995. With this statis- 
tic, parents need no longer 
worry. “Many students have 
entered into the work force 
after completing only a couple 
of business classes,” ex- 
plained Ms. Morgan. 

Giles High School offers an 
excellent vocational-technical 
program to those students 
who may not necessarily at- 
tend college. This program in- 
cludes business education, 


home economics, agriculture, 
technology, and other depart- 
ments. In this program, 
students gain experience from 
hands-on operation and train- 
ing. 

With the growth of vocation- 
al education, classes have be- 
come more advanced with 
computers, calculators, adopt- 
ing highway sites, and various 
other activities. It’s also be- 
come more recognized in Vir- 
ginia since Governor Douglas 
Wilder had named February 
11-17 “Vocational Education 
Week’’. Michael R. Farley, 
Chairman National Council on 


Vocational Education, state 
‘“‘We have in America 
wonderful treasure — tl 
vocational technical educati 
system.

n Route 100 stands the 

towering remains of a 

Giles County landmark, 
the Park Drive-in Theater. This 
landmark, at one time, was one of 
the most often frequented places 
by area youths. Now, almost fifty 
years later, it stands — a wooden 
skeleton — alone in a field of 
weeds. 

The Park Drive-In, during its 
golden years, was the center of 
extra-curricular activities in Giles 
County. Not only was it a place to 
see a good movie, but it offered 
people a chance to see friends 
and catch up with the latest hap- 
penings. “It was a place where all 
the kids met on weekends,” said 


Mrs. Martha Snidow. 

Demolition of the theater 
made possible, for the first time, 
a look behind the white screen 
which provided housing for the 
owner and his family. Through the 
wood framing, a bare flue pipe 
extended from a heat source. 
This construction could make the 
blood of a present day building 
inspector run cold; nevertheless, 
the theater closed because of 
thinning crowds, not fire. 

Now area residents travel to 
Blacksburg or Bluefield to catch a 
flick, but as they pass the hollow re- 
mains, adults can’t help but mur- 
mur, “Remember the time ... ?”

Making history as they went! 


annon fire echoed off the 
cliffs along the New River 
as three long, lean, deep- 
dished boats meandered down 
the lazy river. Man dressed in 
attire of the 1700’s stood at the 
helms of these crude crafts and 
spent an adventurous day living 
history. “It was a vivid insight into 
a mode of transportation that has 
been long forgotten. I find it re- 
markable that goods were trans- 
ported this way,” remarked his- 
tory teacher Mr. Allen McGraw. 
Early travelers found the 
french batteau quite practical. 
This conveyance was approxi- 
mately 36-38 feet long, and de- 
signed to perform much like 
present day tractor trailers, trans- 
porting loads of heavy cargo a 
long waterways. 


On May 20 three such batteaus 
were launched from Pembroke 
and raced one another on a 21- 
mile route which continued 
through Pearisburg and Narrows, 
ending in Glenn Lynn Park. This 
route was chosen because of its 
length, its challenging rock gar- 
dens, its class three rapids, the 
hydraulics, and its beautiful 
wilderness scenery. Builders/ 
navigators of these anachronisms 
included carpenters, doctors, 
and lawyers. All their month of 
painstaking hard work appeared 
to have paid off as they floated 
down the river, enjoying the 
county's undisturbed wilderness 
which was in keeping with the 


tone of their entire effort.
